Subject: — Import licensing policy for July-December 1953 for 

newcomers. 

No. 93-ITC(P.N.)/53. — The following decision of the Government 
of India regarding the issue of licences to newcomers for the import 
of certain articles for the licensing period July-December 1953 are 
published for general information: — 

2. The list of items for which licences will be given to newcomers 
is shown in the list attached to this Public Notice. 

3. Persons or firms who have been dealing in the internal trade 
of the particular commodity for a minimum period of two consecutive 
years ending 31st March 1953 and who are not eligible to qualify as 
•established importers or actual users can submit applications for 
newcomer licences. 

4. Established importers who do not wish to claim their quota as 
such may apply as newcomers. Such firms should furnish in addition 
to the evidence of their past imports, evidence of their turnover 
giving reasons why a licence as an established importer has not been 
claimed. 

o. Applications should be submitted in the prescribed form 
together with a certificate from a Chartered Accountant showing 
that the applicant has been dealing in the internal trade of the 
country in respect of a particular item and certifying the turnover 
of the applicant in respect of that item during the period of two 
consecutive years ending 3lst March 1953. The application form as 
well as the auditor’s certificate attached thereto given in the “Hand- 
book” should be deemed to have been amended accordingly. 
Documentary evidence should also be furnished in support of pur- 
chases of the goods concerned from importers or wholesalers. 
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6. The minimum turnover which will qualify a newcomer for 
being considered for the grant of an import licence has been given 
in the attached list. This condition of minimum turnover will 
apply only to firms having branches or headquarters at the ports of 
Bombay, Calcutta and Madras. In the case of firms with head- 
quarters at other places and with no branches at the ports of Bombay, 
Calcutta and Madras, applications for import licences will be consi- 
dered if the turnover does not fall below one-fourth of the minimum 
given in the attached list. 

7. Applicants who have received licences as newcomers for the 
licensing period January-June 1953 need not submit fresh evidence 
to prove that they have been engaged in the internal trade of the 
country. It will be sufficient if they will attach to their applications 
a photostat or a certified copy of the licence received by them for 
the period January-June 1953. The certificate should be endorsed by 
a Magistrate of the First Class. 

8. Applications from newcomers complete in all respects should 
reach the appropriate licensing authority on or before the 3lst 
August 1953. Incomplete applications or applications received after 
that date will not be considered. 

9. The minimum value limit of an import licence to be granted to 
newcomers will be the same as prescribed in the case of established 
importers. The maximum value of a licence to be issued to a new- 
comer will not ordinarily exceed the amount shown in the attached 
list against each item. 

10. Government does not bind itself to- grant newcomer licences 
ito each applicant.

Subject : — Licensing Policy for Machine Tools for the licensing 
period July-December 1953 

No. 94-ITC(P.N.)/53.— For purposes of licensing, Machine Tools 
falling under Part VI of the Import Trade Control Schedule ( vide 
Schedule A attached) are divided into two main categories, viz: — 

(a) those falling within the definition of Capital Goods, and 

(b) Others. 

2. The rules and procedure in the case of Machine Tools falling 
In the category of Capital Goods have been set out in Chapter II 
of Plant and Machinery Handbook. The Import policy for Machine 
Tools which do not come under the Capital Goods Scheme is set out 
In the succeeding paragraphs. These licences will be issued by the 
Development Officer (Tools), Tools Directorate, Ministry of Com- 
merce and Industry, New Delhi. 

3. Applications will be entertained from established Importers, 
actual' users and newcomers. 

4. Established importers will be granted general and soft currency 
licences on the basis of 50 per cent, of half of their best year’s 
imports from the dollar area and 75 per cent, of half of their best 
years’ imports from the soft currency area respectively. 

5. The list of machine tools which are manufactured in India 
and for which import licences will not be valid is given in 
Schedule B. 

6. The procedure prescribed for the grant of licences to esta- 
blished importers in paragraphs 8 to 23 in Section I of the Book will 
apply mutatis mutandis to established importers of Machine 
tools also. 

7. Applications from established importers for grant of supple- 
mentary licences will be considered ad hoc provided full justifica- 
tion is furnished. The last date for receipt of such applications will 
be 30th November 1953 and each importer will be allowed to make 
one such application only. 


8. Actual users will be given their licences on the basis of their 
requirements. They should furnish full justification with particular 
reference to the end use of the machine tools applied for. Con- 
sumption certificates from the Directors of Industries etc. will not 
be necessary. 

9. Licences will be issued to newcomers also. Newcomera 
should furnish along with their applications a certificate from a 
chartered accountant certifying the turnover in machine tools during 
the two consecutive years ending 31st March 1952. No minimum 
hirnover has been prescribed for eligibility to receive a licence. 
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Newcomers who are sole agents of manufacturers abroad should 
give particulars of their overseas connection including a copy of the 
Agreement reached between the newcomer and the manufacturer. 


10. All applications whether by established importers, or by 
actual users or newcomers, should contain full descriptive details 
of the machine tools desired to be imported. Descriptive catalogues 
must be sent along with the application. 


11. Licences will be given for permissible types of machine tools 
subject to the proviso that the import of the following types will be 
limited to such reasonable proportion of the value of the licence as 
the licensing authority may consider sufficient to paeet current 
requirements : — 

(i) Lathes. 

(ii) Drilling machines. 

(iii) Lathe chucks. 

(iv) Machine vices. 

12. Licences for machine tools will also be valid for import of 
their spares, 

13. Licences will continue to be granted to meet specific orders 
placed by the Director General of Supply and Disposals and Gov- 
ernment Railways as heretofore. 


14. The validity of licences will, in the case of machine tools, 
required to fulfil D.G.S. & D, and Government Railways contracts, 
be in accordance with the delivery stipulated in the contract; in 
other cases licences will ordinarily have a validity of 18 months 
from the date of issue. 


15. The limiting factor for licences for machine tools will be- 
quantity, but if the actual price exceeds the face value of the licence 
by more than 5 per cent, it will be necessary to present the licence 
for amendment. Requests for amendment of value will be enter 
tained in respect of q.uota licences only and the increase, if allowed, 
will be adjusted against future quotas. In the case of licence for 
spares, value will be the limiting factor. 

16. All applications for machine tools which do not come under 
the Capital Goods Scheme should be made to the Development 
Officer, Tools Directorate, Ministry of Commerce and Industry, New 
Delhi, together with relevant documents in the prescribed form and! 
manner.

The period of validity shown in this col umn is the number of months for which a licence granted for the 
Serial No. concerned will normally be valid from the date of its issue. Where the entry “ 31-3-54 ” is shown, the validity of the licence will expire 
cm that date irrespective of the date of issue of the licence.

3. The quota percentages for established importers are given in 
the annexed Schedule ‘A’. The list of small tools which are manu- 
factured in India and for which import licences will not be valid is 
given in Schedule ‘B'. 

4. The procedure prescribed for the grant of licences to esta- 
blished importers in paragraphs 8 to 23 of Section I of the Book will 
apply mutatis mutandis to established importers of small tools also. 

5. The validity of the licences will be 12 months from the date 
of issue and the limiting factor for purposes of clearance from 
Customs will be the quantity in the case of small tools (Pt. 11/20) 
but if the actual price exceeds the face value of the licence by more 
than 5 per cent., it will be necessary to present the licences for 
amendment. The increase in value will be adjusted against future 
quotas of the firm, in bona fide cases of increase in price, freight, 
insurance and shipping charges. 

6. Actual users will be given their licences for a period not 

exceeding six months, provided the articles are not banned and are 
not normally available from the established importers or from 
indigenous sources. Only one application should be submitted as 
actual user for each currency area during one period. Consumption 
certificates from the Directors of Industries and Development Officers 
will not be necessary. The new comers should furnish a certificate 
from a chartered accountant certifying the turnover in small tools 
during the two consecutive years ending 31st March 1952. No 
minimum turnover has been prescribed for eligibility to receive a 
licence. New comers who are sole agents of manufacturers abroad 
should give particulars of their overseas connections, including a 
copy of the Agreement reached between new comer and the manu- 
facturer. ' , 

7. FU11 description of the stores, indicating also the sizes of the 
tools, quantities of each etc. should be given in the application. 
Vague descriptions like cutting tools, wood working tools etc. will 
not be enough. 

8. All applications for small tools should be made to the Develop- 
ment Officer (Tools), Tools Directorate, Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry, Shahjahan Road, New Deljii, together with relevant 
documents in the prescribed form and manner.

pounds and Bituminous Gear Lubricants, (11) Avi- 
ation Specialities, (12) Corrosion Preventives, (13) Im-

(14) Light process oil for light coloured rubber goods, 

(15) Mineral oil for manufacture of insecticides, (16)

General licences will be granted to established importers on the 
basis of a quota of 100 per cent, of half of best year’s imports from 
dollar area and soft currency licences on the basis of 200 per cent, of 
half of best year’s imports from soft currency area. In addition, soft 
currency licences will also be granted at 30 per cent, of half of best 
year’s imports from dollar area. 

Issue of import licences for Mineral oil not otherwise specified 
falling under Serial No. 17 of Part V of the I.T.C. Schedule is also 
subject to such conditions as may be imposed and such instructions 
as may be issued from time to time by the Petroleum Division of the 
Ministry of W.H. & S. 

4. Import of lubricating oils falling under Serial No. 20 of Part V 

of the I.T.C. Schedule 

Separate applications should be submitted for oils having viscosity 
over 90 seconds (Redwood 1 at 140° F) and oils of viscosities 90 seconds 
(Redwood 1 at 140° F) and less. Applications for the second cate- 
gory i.e., for the light lubricating oils ctf viscosities 90 seconds and 
less must mention the enduse giving quantities against each enduse.

Potassium;

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12. Malt Exti'act, Santonin and Thymol . — Malt extract (excluding 
its preparations with Cod Liver Oil or other fish liver oils), Santonin 
and Thymol will be licensed freely from both dollar and soft currency 
areas.

(a) An undertaking on a stamped paper to the effect that he 
would (i) open immediately a confirmed irrevocable 
letter of credit for the amount applied for, if a licence 
were granted, and (ii) produce evidence regarding letter 
of credit to the licensing authority within a month of 
the date of issue of the licence, failing which the licence 
will be liable to be cancelled; 

or {b) An Exchange Bank’s letter to the effect that the requisite 
funds are available in the applicant’s account with the 
Bank and also that the exporters are willing to extend the 
requisite credit facilities in favour of the applicants. 

Applicants should note that licences may be granted for a value 
less than the amount applied for. 

Not more than one application may be made by the same appli- 
cant for each drug, during a licensing period. 

13. Applications for “specialities” will also be considered subject 
to such conditions as the licensing authorities may decide to impose.

2. The quota for July-December 1953 will be 100 per cent, each 
of half of best year’s imports from the dollar area and the soft 
currency area. 

3. Those owning a fleet of 25 vehicles or above will be granted 
licences for parts on the basis of Rs. 600 per petrol vehicle and 
Rs. 1000 per diesel vehicle. 

4. Recognised assemblers will also be allowed licences on ad hoc 
basis. They should make their applications to the Chief Controller 
of Imports, New Delhi. 

5. Firms, who have imported complete Motor Cycles or Scooters 
in the past can be granted licences for Motor Cycle parts on the 
basis of a quota of 10 per cent of half of best year’s imports of 
complete Motor Cycles and Scooters, if they have no quota or a 
smaller quota for motor cycle parts. 

6. It has also been decided to grant licences for Motor Vehicle 
parts to persons who have been dealing in spare parts of motor- 
vehicles in the past and were obtaining their supplies through 
assemblers and other established importers provided they are pre- 
pared to invest a substantial sum for importing automobile parts 
during July — December 1953.

Representations have been received that scientific, photographic 
and other instruments are often rendered idle on account of the fact 
that they need special types of electric bulbs for use with them and 
normally speaking the importers of such equipment do not hold 
import licences for electric bulbs. The following decisions have been 
taken to remove these difficulties : — 

(a) In future, whenever a complete equipment is imported, in 

which an electric bulb having some peculiarity as to 
size, shape or filament is used, it will be permissible to 
import three spare bulbs of precisely the same type and 
make as is fitted to the equipment imported, if the 
number of bulbs fitted to the equipment exceeds one, 
the number of spare bulbs to be imported will be thrice 
the number of bulbs in the equipment. This concession 
will be applicable whether the equipment is imported 
against a licence or under Open General Licence. In 
the former case the value of the spare bulbs will be 
debited to the value of the licence against which the 
equipment is imported. In the latter case, the spare 
bulbs will be allowed clearance without a licence.

already imported in the country in the past, importers 
holding licences for equipment of a type for which such 
special non-G.L.S. type lamps are required will be per- 
mitted to apply for the endorsement of their existing 
licences to cover the imports of special types of lamps.

The attention of importers is invited to the Ministry of Commerce 
Public Notice No. 184-ITC<P.N.)/51, dated the 19th November 1951, on 
the above subject. It has been represented that the exact scope of 
the concession regarding the import of spare parts against licences 
for the import of a major item is not quite clear and might lead to 
difficulties at the time of clearance of goods on arrival. It has 
therefore been decided in partial modification of the Public Notice 
under reference that the scheme will apply to specified items only. 

2. For the present the scheme will be applicable to the following 
articles : —

It has been represented to the Government of India that although 
electromedical apparatus is allowed to be imported liberally, the 
suppliers of these apparatuses cannot get spare parts, accessories and 
supplies of allied nature for servicing and maintaining the existing 
equipments properly as these accessories, spare parts and articles of 
allied nature were classified under different Serial Nos. of the Import 
Trade Control Schedule which are sometimes licensable strictly on a 
quota basis or are not licensed at all. 

2. With a view to maintain the operation of the X-Ray and electro- 
medical equipment, it has been decided that the suppliers of X-ray 
.and electromedical equipment can apply for their requirements of 
‘various articles although they may be falling under different Serial 
Nos. of the Import Trade Control Schedule under one application. A 
list of articles desired to be imported in broad categories like rotary 
converters, transformers, photographic tanks, transformer oil and 
film hangers etc. and spare parts of the equipment should all be listed 
and a consolidated application should be made for all these. The 
requirements should be certified by the All India - X-ray and Electro- 
medical Traders’ Association, Bombay. 

3. On receipt ,pf the consolidated application giving a list of the 
articles desired to be imported and the value of each duly certified 
by the Association, the Import Trade Controller at the port will grant 
each firm a licence for its consolidated requirements and attach the 
list of the articles with the licence.

3. The Scheme will apply to applications of an aggregate value 
of Rs. 25,000 or over for any project or subsidiary thereto. 

4. These requirements will be centrally licensed by the Chief 
Controller of Imports in New Delhi and all the requirements should 
be put in one application rather than piecemeal according to the 
Serial Number of the Import Trade Control Schedule. The applica- 
tions will* be treated in the same way as the applications for Capital 
Goods. They should be made in the form prescribed for Capital 
Goods and Heavy Electrical Plant and should be submitted in dupli- 
cate to Chief Controller of Imports through. Central Water and Power 
Commission, New Delhi. 

5. The initial period of validity for these licences will be 1 year 
from the date of issue and will be extended to a maximum period 
of 3 years on production of documentary evidence to show that 
a firm order has been placed and accepted by foreign suppliers. In 
cases where such evidence is produced at the time of submission of 
the application, licences will be issued with 'the maximum period of 
validity and no further extension will be necessary, 

6. The applications, should be accompanied with the usual treasury 
receipt and the Income-tax Verification Certificate Number or the 
■specific exemption number as in the case of Capital Goods applications.
